REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


The  trustees  of  the  Public  Library  respedlfully  submit  their 
■seventh  annual  report. 

We  have  now  on  our  delivery  book  the  names  of  eight  hun- 
dred eighty-seven  persons  who  have  taken  9,700  books  dire6tly 
from  the  library  rooms  during  the  past  year.  Of  this  number  of 
books,  about  1,700  have  been  taken  by  patrons  living  at  or  near 
the  Center.  Forty-four  people  have  taken  from  the  East  Ran- 
dolph branch  445  books,  and  sixty-seven  persons  have  taken  581 
books  from  the  branch  at  South  Randolph,  making  a  total  circula- 
tion of  books  for  the  year  of  10,726  volumes. 

One  year  ago  the  library  rooms  contained  3,082  books,  and 
there  have  been  purchased  and  added  to  the  library  by  gift  dur- 
inn  the  year  54  books,  making  now  in  the  library  rooms  3,136 
volumes. 
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THE  NEW  LffiRARY  BUILDING. 


It  will  be  remembered  that  Col.  Robert  J.  Kimball's  gift  to  the 
town  for  a  new  library  building  was  originally  Si 0,000.  This  did  not 
include  site,  furnishing  of  the  building,  heating  or  lighting.  Plans 
for  the  building  were  submitted  and  agreed  upon  by  Col.  Kimball 
and  the  trustees,  and  the  original  contract  was  for  an  expenditure 
of  $12,000,  which  Mr.  Kimball  accepted  and  approved,  involving 
an  extra  $2,000  which  he  assumed.  On  his  return  from  a  trip 
abroad  last  summer,  he  saw  improvements  and  additions  he 
wished  made,  consisting  of  changes  in,and  finer  finish  of  the  inside 
work,  terrazzo  marbled  floor  and  marble  wainscoting,  a  large  cop- 
per dome,  the  heating  apparatus  and  electric  lighting,  and  the 
entire  furnishings  of  the  building,  so  that  he  might  present  it^ 
complete  in  every  respe6l,  without  expense  to  the  town.  These 
and  some  other  changes  involved  an  additional  expense  to  Col. 
Kimball,  amounting  to  over  $5,000,  making  a  total  gift  to  the  town 
of  $17,000,  instead  of  the  original  $10,000  proposed  in  his  letter. 

The  trustees  expended  the  $10,000  in  the  building  according 
to  the  instru6lion  of  the  town,  and  the  additional  $7,000,  which 
Col.  Kimball  provided,  in  accordance  with  his  dire6tions  and  on 
his  full  approval.  The  village  of  Randolph  having  provided  a 
site  and  deeded  it  to  the  town  at  a  cost  of  $3,200,  the  whole  cost 
has  amounted  to  the  sum  of  over  ^20.000,  which  is  now  the  prop- 
erty of  the  town.  In  addition  to  this  we  have  received  from  the 
family  of  the  late  Hiram  Kimball  a  reference  library  costing  $500. 

The  trustees  also  acknowledge  the  gift  from  Mr.  Horace  J. 
Morse  of  New  York,  of  a  fine  globe  for  the  library,  costing  $250, 
and  the  gift  of  a  handsome  library  clock  from  Mr.  George  A. 
White,  the  cashier  of  the  banking  house  of  R.  J.  Kimball  Co., 
New  York. 

The  trustees  have  expended  from  the  Sarah  Jane  Crocker 
fund  the  sum  of  $1,600  for  the  purchase  of  new  and  standard 
books,  including  a  special  library  for  young  people.     These  and 
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Other  purchases  and  gifts  of  books  will,  together  with  those  now  in 
the  library  looms,  give  the  town  a  library  of  just  about  5,000  vol- 
oimes. 

The  building  was  dedicated  with  appropriate  ceremonies  held 
in  the  Congregational  church  Feb.  24,  1903.  This  library  build- 
ing thus  built  adorned  and  furnished  by  many  generous  gifts,  is 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  people  of  the  town  of  Randolph  and 
will  be  free  to  them  and  their  children  forever. 

It  is  very  difficult  for  your  trustees  to  properly  estimate  the 
necessary  amount  for  library  purposes  the  coming  year,  without 
any  precedent  to  go  by.  In  starting  new,  as  we  do  at  this  time, 
we  mention  particularly  the  extraordinary  expenses  we  have  to  pro- 
vide for  this  year,  viz.  : — Properly  grading  the  ground  around  the 
building,  including  quite  likely,  when  we  come  to  it,  the  building 
of  a  not  high  stone  wall  around  the  foot  of  the  embankment ;  the 
making  of  a  concrete  walk  in  front  of  the  building  ;  the  setting  out 
of  trees,  etc,  etc.,  to  correspond  with  the  beautiful  building. 
Screens  for  the  windows  will  also  have  to  be  provided  to  prote6f; 
the  books,  etc.  New  and  improved  cataloguing  of  books  will 
have  to  be  made  at  considerable  expense.  For  the  foregoing, 
with  the  necessary  running  expenses  of  the  building,  including  the 
pay  of  librarian  and  janitor,  heating,  lighting,  etc.,  we  ask  the 
town  to  make  at  this  time  an  appropriation  of  ^1,000,  which  we 
pledge  ourselves  to  use  judiciously,  and  only  so  much  of  the 
amount  as  is  necessary  for  the  best  good  of  the  people  of  the 
town  Without  pra6tical  experience  in  the  matter,  we  believe  it 
will  not  require  so  much  another  year.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Randolph  Town  School  Distri6l : — 

Another  year  has  nearly  closed  and  it  will  be  expe6led  that 
I  should  make  something  of  a  report  of  the  schools. 

We  commenced  the  year  with  thirteen  schools  and  about  the 
usual  number  of  pupils.  At  the  close  of  the  spring  term.  School 
No.  3  (Noah  Clark's)  having  but  a  few  pupils  and  some  of  them 
wishing  to  attend  the  Center  School,  it  was  thought  best  to  close 
this  school  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

School  No.  5  (Seymour)  had  fourteen  pupils  during  the 
spring  term  with  an  average  attendance  of  eight ;  during  the  fall 
term  eleven  were  enrolled  and  the  average  attendance  was 
about  eight ;  during  the  winter  term  four  were  enrolled  with  the 
average  attendance  of  two  and  a  fra6lion.  Several  from  this  dis- 
tridl  have  attended  the  Center  School  throughout  the  year. 
There  are  also  some  here  who  have  not  attended  any  school 
during  the  winter  term.  It  was  through  no  fault  of  the  teacher 
for  she  did  the  best  she  could  with  those  she  had  present. 


School  No.  1 6  (Blaisdell)  is  another  small  school  with  only 
five  pupils.  During  the  winter  there  have  been  only  three  pu- 
pils and  not  much  encouragement  for  either  teacher  or  pupils. 

School  No.  8  (Fish  Hill)  has  been  without  a  school  for 
some  time,  the  few  pupils  going  to  the  graded  school.  This 
year  the  school  has  proved  very  satisfa6lory  with  eight  pupils, 
and  there  is  a  prospect  of  more  for  another  year. 

Schools  Nos.  8  and  14  have  been  rather  small  owing  to  the 
fact  that  several  from  these  districts  have  attended  the  Center 
School.    However  both  have  been  very  satisfa6tory. 

The  schools  at  South  Randolph,  East  Randolph,  North 
Randolph,  also  No.  1 1  have  been  very  satisfactory. 

There  have  been  many  changes  in  the  teachers  for  one 
cause  or  another,  but  the  dire6lors  have  been  fortunate  in  secur- 
ing good  teachers  to  fill  all  vacancies.  The  teachers'  wages 
have  been  higher,  but  on  the  other  hand  our  schools  have  been 
fully  equal  if  not  better  than  in  former  years. 

At  the  Center  School  about  eighty  pupils  have  been  enrolled 
This  large  attendance  is  due  to  the  fact  that  many  of  our  people 
are  awakening  to  the  advantages  of  this  school  over  the  common 
district  school.  We  regret  that  these  pupils  cannot  be  better  ac- 
commodated here,  but  there  is  a  pressing  need  of  more  school- 
room either  in  the  way  of  a  new  building  or  by  an  addition  to 
the  present  one.  During  the  fall  and  early  winter  there  was  con- 
siderable trouble  in  the  heating  but  the  directors  have  remedied 
this  by  putting  in  a  new  furnace  which  is  proving  very  satisfac- 
tory. 

The  South  Randolph  school  house  has  been  repaired  inside 
and  new  furniture  added,  which  was  very  much  needed. 

I  would  like  to  suggest  that  our  schools  might  be  improved 
in  daily  attendance  if  more  attention  was  given  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  state  statutes. 

In  the  matter  of  supplies,  it  has  not  always  been  so  that  I 
•could  give  the  teachers  much  needed  material,  but  I    have  tried 
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to  do  the  best  I  could.  Many  of  our  text-books  have  long  been 
in  use  and  are  unfit  for  use.  During  the  year,  some  of  these 
have  been  exchanged  for  new  ones.  There  are  still  many  others 
which  should  be  replaced.  If  we  wish  to  keep  our  schools  up  to 
.a  high  standard  the  teachers  must  be  supplied  with  the  necessary 
materials.
